ARAB vs ARAB 


TH hijacking of a Jor- 

danian plane by a Palesti- 
nian terrorist on Wednesday is 
a less puzzling event than it 
may seem. 

In 1936-39 the Mufti of Jeru- 
salem, Haj Amin el Husseini, 
mobilized his gunmen ostensibly 
against the Jews, but in fact 
jhe-destroyed more Arab than 
Jewiso property and killed far 
more of his fellow-Arabs than 
he did Jews. Some two thou- 
sand Arabs were wiped out in 
what was essentially an old- 
fashioned vendetta, carried on 
by_modern methods. 

For the Arabs, Israel is some- 
what remote. It is the enemy 
because they have been told so 
by their leaders for so long. 
But there is a certain unreality 
about the extent or depth of 
the enmity implied — after all, 
the average Egyptian or Syrian 
or Jordanian, or even the Pales- 
tinian outside the West Bank, 
has never seen an Israeli. 

But his fellow-Arabs he 
knows, and towards many of 
them he feels deep hostility. 
The failure of the Arab states 

‘ to coordinate effective military 
action against Israel has been 
due, from the outset, to their 
deep distrust of one another, 
and to their suspicions of what 
real objectives may be hiding 
behind the others’ parade of 
patriotic words. 

Just as Haj Amin was con- 
cerned first and foremost with 
the Khalidis and Nashashibis, 
so each Arab country today is 
anxious about most of the 
others — and the Palestinians, 
certainly many of them, feel

STORY OF HOW 


ARABS DUPED THEM

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEI AVIV. — The two young wo- 
men who were duped loto turning 
themselves into potential human 
bombs 85 part of the Arab terrorist 
war against Israel, said yesterday 
that their boy friends should 4e 
brought to justice. 

Their story, upon police Instruc- 
tion, ended the moment they board- 
ed El Al planes for Israel. Police 
allowed the Peruvian girl, whose 
pame was given only as “Delia,” 
to be photographed. They refused 
to allow pictures to be taken of the 
Dutch girl, whose name was given 
only as “Yettt,” although Yettt her- 
self seemed highly willing — she 
is studying to be an actress. {Police 
say the ban was imposed to protect 
her.) Neither girl was allowed tc 
reveal her family name or home 
address. 

Delia, 21, spoke only Spanish. 
Α short, dark girl, slightly plump, 
she wore an orange dress with a 
pink bow in her hair. She 8 study- 
Ing to be a seamstress. On Christ- 
mas Day, 1970, she met her boy- 
friend, who called himself “Roberto 
Jussef Antonio," in northern Peru. 

Her face Ht up with pleasure a5 
she described him: “Tall, broad- 
shouldered, a bit heavy, 34 years old, 
with large eyes and a high fore- 
head" He claimed he was an engi- 
neer with a chain of shops in Brazil. 
He had a Brazilian passport and

e never spoke about religion. 
Although she herself was a “devout 
Catholic,” and came from a religious 
family, she had a whirlwind two- 
week “romance” with him.

Israel’s U.N. line 
at Cabinet session

An Israel strategy of “open options 
for peace” at the coming session 
of the U.N. General Assembly is to 
be presented for Cabinet approval 
next Sunday. Little opposition is 
foreseen. 

Foreign Minister Abba Eban is 
reported set to seek the authority 
of the Cabinet to present to the 
General Assembly the full range of 
avenues to peace settlement — par- 
tial or overall — proposed or sanc- 
tioned by Israel, with special em- 
phasis on the openness of the op- 
tions. Although this need not in- 
volve any fresh initiatives on Is- 
rael's part, 1 would hopefully de- 
monstrate, by comparison, the steri- 
Mty of the Arabs’ “ultimative" ap- 
roach, focussing on total Israel 
withdrawal. The lack of clear Cabi- 
net backing for such a peace stra- 
tegy, sources in the capital have 
suggested, could give colour of 
credence to the expected charges 
that Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan’s recent suggestions for 8 
closing of the options represented 
official Government policy. 

Mr. Eban's policy address to the 
General Assembly in the general 
debate, scheduled for delivery Sep- 
tember 30, will be written later in 
accordance with the approved guide- 
lines. Tne Foreign Minister is leav- 
ing for New York at the end of 
next week, for a series of meetings 
with the heads of several delega- 
tions to the Assembly, mostly For- 
eign Ministers, notably with U.S. 
Secretary of State William Rogers. 
The list of members of the Israel 
delegation is slated for endorse- 
ment by the Cabinet on Sunday.

This growth is 
helped by visits of overseas teams, 
such as the South African Maccabi 
Side (which arrived on September 
6 — Ed), and articles on the game 
written by Jack Leon. However, his 
article of August 22 contains one 
error. 


This tour will not be the first oc- 
casion on which games of more 
than one day's duration are played. 
In 1955, I was 8 member of the 
first-ever Israel XI which played 
against the first South African 
Maccabi touring side, led by the 
well-known provincial player, “Kap- 
py” Kaplan, at the Tel Hashomer 
hospital ground. This two-day 
game was won by Israel, as were 
two more of the following three 
two-day “tests.” Only the test at 
Jerusalem ended in a draw, as the 
result of heavy rain washing out 
most of the match. 


On the subject of cricket history 
in Israel {subsequently reported in 
“The Cricketer"), I also played in 
the first match in which an Israeli 
Side participated. This was In 1952 
when an Air Force team — consist- 
ing mainly of former South Afri- 
cans — played against the Haifa 
Club at the Refinery ground.

from responding to outside stimuli 
to deep contemplation, carries on 
different activities and functions.

Because of this the notices we sent 
to the welfare offices covered the 
overwhelming majority of potential 
visitors to our Haifa office. For the 
occasional us visitor we 
should have put a notice on the 
door.

France’s drug bosses 


MARSEILLES.— 
PB mer luxurious villas over- 
" ooking this bustling Mediter- 
ranean seaport the top bosses of 
_ the world’s most hideous trade, the 
international drug racket, relax 
contentedly, secure in their 
conviction that the law of France 
can never touch them. These men 
are known to narcotic investigators 
as the men who have turned Mar- 
seilles into the most thriving of 
all the clearing-houses for dope. 
But their millionaire bank accounts 
and thef long-standing friendships 
with powerful politicians apparent- 
ly endow them with impunity from 
prosecution. 

᾿ $o while the police round up 
ἃ few dope pushers in their pathe- 
tic raids on the harbour-side bars 
of the Vieux Port and the seamy 
cafes around the Opera House, 
the dope kings merely lght 
elgar. The latest furore 


purveying and smuggling 
cotics has brought relations between 
the United States and France, 
which were already jolted by the 
dollar crisis, to a new low. But 
the “big wheels," as Mr. John 
Cusack, the U.S. Narcotics Bureau 
Chief in Evrope, calle them, need 
not worry. Mr. Cusack had charged 
in two interviews with Marseilles 
newspapers that his French col- 
leagues are dragging their heels 
in the war on drugs. France's 
Police Chief, M. Max re- 
torted by denying the U.S. expert's 
allegations that 80 per cent of the 
world's heroin supply is shipped 
across the Atlantic from Marseilles. 


Defending what they seem to re. 


gard as thelr national honour, M 
Joseph Comiti; Secretary for Youth 
and Sports and Superintendent Le 
Mouel, who heads the French Drug 
Squad, last week defied the Amer- 
icans to reveal the names of the 
big-time drug peddlers.

Antoine ruled over an 
empire of prostitution, gambling, 
nightclubs and drugs which span- 
ned the entire Riviera from Mar- 
sellles to Menton until he was 
shot in a Marseilles gate 
years ago.

Tourism Minister Moshe Kol yes- 
terday launched a bitter attack on 
the “‘ tion” of tour- 
ists by sections of the tourist in- 
dustry. He sald that the level of 
services has deteriorated and that 
the Ministry has received an “un- 
precedented number of complaints 
about exploitation and poor ser- 
vices.” 

- The Minister said that at a meet- 
ing of the Hotels Association and 
the Tourist Agencies which he 
called in order to stress the dan- 
gers inherent in the altuation and 
to point out that the Ministry could 
not fight these developments alone. 
“You must also μοῖρ," he told the 
gathering. 

“Tourists won't come under every 
condition. We have worked hard to 
become a tourist centre and now 
I'm afraid that what we have seen 
in terms of exploitation can boome- 
rang on us. I am ashamed of the 
complaints we have received — 
not only as Minister of Tourism 
but also as a Jew," Mr. Kol said. 

The excess of demand for rooms 
and services over supply Is difficult 
to overcome, he noted.

Asher Committee: 
Flat tax rate for all at all times

A single rate of income-tax on all 
earnings, including overtime, incen- 
tive pay and capital pains; the total 
abolition of tax-deductible expenses; 
and a single added value tax on 
all turnover, including that of banks 
and non-profit-making institutions — 
these recommendations have been 
tabled by the Asher committee on 
tax reform, Some have been approv- 
ed by the committee plenum, others 
were submitted by the relevant sub- 
committee and await discussion, 
Income-tax rates will be lowered 
by 20 per cent, and the ceiling fix- 
ed at 65 per cent for any increment 
above 113,000 a month. This recom- 
mendation has been adopted by a 
sub-committee on rates, deductions 
ane credits, headed by Professor By- 
tan Berglas, of Tel Aviv University. 
Another sub-committee, under Pro- 
fessor Ya’acov ‘Ne’eman, of Bar-Dan 


University, deait with broadening the 2 


tax base. It proposes a 


package-~deal 
in Since the tax-rate is lowered, all 


tax cuts and exemptions should be 
cancelled. This applies to privileges 
benefiting the employer (under the 
Capitel Investments Law, and the 
Encouragement of [Industry Law), 
the investor in securities (under the 


wage Fncouragement of Savings Law) and 


the worker (as regards overtime pay, 
and premiums for productivity). 


EXPENSE ACCOUNTS 

Unable to submit personal and en- 
tertainment expenses to the tax col- 
lector, many businessmen would 
shift from a Peugeot 504 to a Sim- 
ca 1000, and eat a sandwich lunch 
instead of frequenting the best res- 
taurants, observers believe. 

Capital gains are charged about 
40 per cent at present (including the 
Defence Tax), on ἃ scale that dimi- 
nishes with length of ownership, so 
that an asset sold after 18 years Is 
not taxed δὲ all. The Ne’eman sub- 
committee recommends that the pro- 
fit gained on eelling an asset be seen 
as income, and taxed accordingly 
(tke salaries), never mind how long 
the asset was owned. 

But the sub-committee adds that 
the asset's value should be re-as- 


sessed, and tax charged on the dif- 
ference between the current value 
and receipts from the sale. Thus 
1L10,000 spent on premises 10 years 
ago may be worth, according to the 
Officlal Valuer, 130,000 today. If the 
property is sold for IL40,000, the ca- 
pital gain for tax purposes would 
be 110,000. 

The adoption of this recommenda- 
tion would make the land better- 
ment tax superfluous, since real es- 
tate would be subject to the capital 

ins tax like any other asset. 

The committee is about to submit 
its report on the added value tax. 
It recommends a single, universal 10 
per cent tax op all output, minus 
the tax already paid on the input 
(by the previous supplier). In res- 
ponse to preasure from farmers and 
trade unionists for a double rate, 
with five per cent only on foods and 
other essential items in the working 
man's budget, the committee re- 
wested one of its members, Mr. 
Shmuel Zhitelny, of the Histadrut, 
to submit a list of items which 
warrant special treatment. 

LIST OF ‘SPECIALS’ 

His list comprises standard bread, 
oil, mille and milk products, marga- 
rine and eggs: fresh fruit and vége- 
tables (home grown), and fresh meat 
and fish (locally produced); domes- 
tic water, gas and electricity; and 
medicaments. The list will be con-. 
sidered by the committee. But some 
of its members believe the full AVT 
should be applied to these products 
as well, after which the Government 
may subsidise the selling price if it 
wishes. 

Banks should pay a tax equal to 
3.5 per cent of their wage bil and 
profits. Non-profit-making institu- 
tions — such as the Histadrut, poli- 
tical parties, educational] institutions 
and even Government departments 
— should pay 3.5 per cent on their 
wage bill only (since they have πὸ 
profit) — which makes the AVT 
ἃ payroll tax for them. 

Firms with 8. turnover of less than 
1L75,000 a year could exercise the 
option of paying a flat turnover tax. 
Recommended rates are eight per 
cent for services (e¢.g., hairdressing

At the same time, Lod Airport 
went into a “state of alert,” with all 
airport personnel at action stations.

Helicopters were warmed up to 
transfer any possible casualties to 
the nesrest hospitals, and fire engines 
began converging on the airport from 
all nearby towns.

‘The workers’ representatives an- 
nounced that these terms were not 
acceptable and walked out of the 
committee which in the last two 
days had aired their 12 grievances 
against the management. 

Ali the grievances of the Lod Air- 
port personnel were new to the ma- 
nagement when it conceded, on Mon- 
day, to two previous demands, name-

ly: to pay an extra 11.50 for an 
eight-hour fire engine duty (the ori- 
ginal contract stipulated a 12-hour 
tour of duty) and to pay IL2.50 ex- 
tra “for meals" — but provide 
the meals, too, free — for those who 
remain on other duties over 12 con- 
secutive hours.
